It is not proper to enlarge 
too much upon Englifh Books, in a Journ 
printed in England; and therefore I muft t;

eft fear imaginable ; for, if the Emperor thinks 
they do not bring him the whole profit, bu 
keep fomething for themfelves, they are in dan. 

“ger of being put to death. Before they come 
into his prefence, they pull off their fhoes, ani 
put on a particular habit, to denote a Slave; 
and when they approach him, they fall dow 
‘and kifs the ground, at his horfe’s feet. Thi 
great fubjection proceeds partly from fear, aif x 
. partly from fuperftition ; for they believe himn ®  « 
be the true Branch of the Xeriphian Famil, i « 
who derive their defcent from the Prophet MM: « 
boniet ; and therefore they think he is particula- HR  « 
ly favoured by Heaven, and can do. nothing « 
amifs.

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2. The 19th of July 1721, the Emperor con- 
demned to death Larbe Shott, one of thofe who 
followed the Bafha of Zetuan to Mequinez. That 
man had been imprifoned, when the Britifh Am- 
baffador arrived at that Town. He was of one of 
the beft families in Barbary, being defcended 
from the old Andalufian Moors ; and he de- 
ferved the efteem both of his own countrymen, 
and of the Englifh, with whom he had lived a 
confiderable time at Gibraltar, as a Pledge from 
the Bafha to an Englifh Merchant, for the pay- 
ment of fome debts. He was accufed, among 
other things, of going out of his country, and 
living in Chriftendom, without the Emperor’s 
knowledge ; of having had a criminal commerce 
with Chriftian women, and making himfelf fre- 
quently drunk : he was alfo accufed of being an 
Unbeliever, and one of thofe who had invited 
the Spaniards to invade Barbary. 
_ “Thefe things being infinuated to the Empe- 
“ror, after the ufual manner of that Court, 
“ (where every body has it in their power to 
“do harm, but few to do good ) brought this 
“ poor man to his end. For early this morning, 
“ he was carried before the Emperor, who (not 
“ allowing him any other trial, but giving way 
“to his accufers, who faid be was an Unbeliever,

| Nile ; but none of them can give any reafonable 
account of it. 


“ The method of trading in fome of thofe 


| &Parts is i extraordinary ; for they do not 
| “ fee the perfons they trade with ; but paffing 
' & over a little River, leave their Salt, at the 
“ accuftomed place, in a Pot or Jarr, and retire. 
| © Then the people take the Salt, and put into 
| “the fame Pot as much Gold as they judge it 
| “worth, which if the Moors approve of, they 
 “ take it away: otherwife they fet the Pot on 
“edge, and retire again, and afterwards find 
' “either more Gold, or their Salt returned”. 


5. In the year 1622, Golzus having made 


himfelf mafter of the Arabic Language by 
| Books, travelled with a Dutch Ambaffador into 
| Barbary, where he was very much favoured by 
_ Muley Zidan, King of Morocco, and admired 
_ for drawing up a Memorial in the pureft Arabic, 
' without being able to {peak it. He had the op- 
| portunity to examine the Curiofities of Fez, and 
_ took a Plan of the Royal Palace in that City. 

® The Original of that Plan, with fome explica- 
' tionsin Arabic, has been communicated to the 
_ Author by Mr. Corbiere, and inferted in this 
- Book. Golius was afterwards Profeffor of the 
_ Oriental Language at Leyden.

- [ Yu £ Authors’s defign in this Work, which 
is certainly a painful one, and which he 


intends to profecute till the laft year of his lifes 
3 
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‘; to mention the different difeafes, that pre- 
| yailed at Zurév in 19720, 1721, and 1722, ac- 
' cording to the various alterations in the confti- 
' tution of the air. He fays that if care was taken 
to make in every country exact obfervations of 
- the difeafes depending upon the different changes 


of the air, Phyfic might be carried to a degree 


of perfection, to which it has not attained yet. 


Hippocrates, and fome Authors atrer him, have 
drawn up that Scheme for us, which was atter- 
wards unluckily laid afide. Phyficians, fays Dr. 
Richa, have only aimed at fhowing their wit in 
moft of their Books, and have abfolutely neg- 
leted what is necefiary, viz. Obfervations. The 
Art of curing difeafes began with obfervation, 
and “tis only by obfervation that it can be im- 
proved : without it, fays our Author, nothing 
but a continual decay can be expected in Phy- 
fic. 

In order to give a model of his method, he 
has inferted a Table, in which the Reader may 
fee at one view the difeafes, which prevailed at 
Turin in the month of January 1720, and the 
daily alterations in the Barometer and Thermo- 
meter during that month. 

But becaufe it were needlefs to obferve the 
various difeafes depending upon the various con- 
ftitutions of the air, without a due regard to 
the nature of each climate, to make thereupon 
the neceffary comparifons ; Dr. Richa defcribes 
in the firft place the climate of Turin, and gives 
the natural hiftory of it with great exa¢tnels, 
forgetting no circumftance, either in relation, to 
the winds, or the foil, the fituation and every 
thing elfe. 

Afterwards he enters upon his fubject, and 
Makes feveral obfervations the more ufeful, be- 
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caufe he is not contented with bare remarks y 
on the nature of the prevailing difeafes, but 
gives a particular account of the method he & 
made ufe of to cure them: a detail containing JF ren 
the beft things, that the wifeft precepts of Phy. Be ' 
fic canteach us. This may eafily be feen pag. 30, IE on 
a1, &c. concerning fome malignant Fevers at- B wh 
tended with an eruption in the skin, and the{mall I bot 
Pox. If the matcer, fays he, was in Orgafm JB Au 
before the fourth day, fi materies furgeret, {fo J do 
that the prime vie were full of crudities ; E- bu 
metic, or gentle Purges, were then adminiftred J th 
with all imaginable fuccefs. For, affoon as the JJ th 
prime vie were cleared by thofe remedies, the Rha 
skin appeared covered with new Puftules, and & le! 
the ftrength was fenfibly recovered. Thofe who & 
defire to know the Author’s thoughts about the JB B 
Orgafm, need only confult the 35 and 36 pages, di 
where they will find folid reflections upon that J th 
fubjeét. And if they are afraid to let blood in J th 
the beginning of acute difeafes, when there isa JB in 
turgefcence of humours ; they will perhaps grow th 
bolder by the reading of that paflage, where the J t 
Author does not allege mere reafonings, but — o% 
ftable and conftant obfervations, which ftrongly JB 
fupport the Aphorifm of Hippocrates about the Bu 
Orgafm of humors, and the neceffity of purg- & 
ing from the very beginning of acute difeafes, 

when that Orgafm appears. The ill ufe that is 
generally made of Cordials, under pretenfe of 
driving from the center to the circumference 

the humors, that tend to the skin, is fet here 

in a great light; and our Author fhows that in 

fome cafes purging is neceflary in the greateft 
eruption. | 

' There are alfo in this firft Volume, and the 

two others, excellent remarks upon the ufe of 


bleeding, 
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- bleeding, of the Bark, and of many other impor- 
tant remedies, in relation to the different cha- 
| y@ters which accrue to difeafes from the diffe- 
- sent conftitutions of the air. 


The firft Volume ends with obfervations up- 


on the Plague, and particularly upon that with 
| which the City of Marfeilles, and other neigh- 
| pouring towns, have been lately afflicted. ‘The 
' Author declaims againft Dr. Chicoineau, whofe 
| doftrine upon that fubject appears to him falfe ; 
but he feems rather to contradiét that Phyfician, 
' than to confute him. 'Thofe matters, which 
- the Author handles again in the fecond Volume, 
' have been fo much treated of, that it were need- 
- les to dwell upon them. 


In order to give a complete Extract of this 


Book, we fhould make an abridgment of the 
' different alterations in the air at Turin, during 
| the years 1720, 1721 and 1722, and mention 
| the difeafes, which prevailed at the fame time 
in the country. But becaufe that difcuffion,

A‘ the Points of this Differtation upon 
the falubrity of the Wines of the Paris- 
Soil have been learnedly afferted in the Schools 
of Phyfic at Paris, the 6th of April of this 
Year 1724, by Mr. Duvrac, Batchelor of Phyfic. 
In the firft place, this principle is laid down, 
that a Wine is good for health no farther than 
It Contributes to digeftion. Afterwards the 
Author affirms that the Wines, which grow in 


| the adjacent parts of the City of Paris, contri- 


bute more to the digeftion, than the Wines of 
Bure 
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Burgundy, Champagne, Orleans, Anjou and 
many others; from whence he infers that they 
are preferable for health. 

That the wines of the Paris-foil are more fj. 
vourable to digeftion, than thofe juft now men. 
tioned, is proved by the following reafons. The 
wines of Bourdeaux and Orleans afford a greit 
deal of fixed falt. 'Thofe of Champagne a grea 
deal of acid falt, and very little fulphur. The 
other wines, fuch as thofe of Burgundy, have 
a great deal of grofs fulphur mixed with earthy 
and aftringent particles. But a wine, in order 
to be good for digeftion, ought to contain ; 
great deal of phlegm, and little falt, fulphur and 
earth: and fuch are the Paris-wines. ‘That mix. 


ture makes them a fort of univerfal Diffolvent, 


which partakes of the nature of armoniac falt; 
and though it be lefs proper to nourifh the body, 
it has on the other hand all that is requifite to 
diffolve in the ftomach the various principles of 
the aliments; fo that when thofe principles are 
feparated one from another, the falts unite with 
the falts, the fulphur with the fulphur, the wi 
ter with the water, the earth with the earth; 
from whence refults a perfect chyle with the 
help of the new Liquids arifing from that diffo- 
Jution, and at the fame time from that reunion 
of principles. It happens by the fame means 
that the firft and fecond qualities of the aliments 
perifh, and occafion by a new contexture a {mooth 
and milky juice, véz. the chyle; a work intend: 
ed by nature in the digeftion. 

The falubrity of wines proceeds from the fi 
lubrity of the air and foil. But, according to 


our Author, it is difficult to find an air and a foil & 


more proper in this refpeét, than that of Paris. 
"Tis a fandy and fomewhat fat foil, whofe goo

 nefs is neither altered by lakes nor by mines: 
the winds blow freely, without being obftruct- 
ed by thick forefts or high mountains; neither 
| jg it upon that account more fubject to tempefts 


and ftorms. SBefides, during the heat of the 


' {ymmer, the gentle clouds that come from the 
neighbouring Seas prevent too greata drought 5 
which is the reafon why the fruits of the Paris- 
Soil are fo wholfome, and why that climate is 
free from thofe difeafes, that prevail in other 
Climates. The adjacent parts of that City af- 
' ford all forts of herbs and pulfe, upon which the 
people live all the year, without being the worfe 
for it. The Corn of the I/le of France, of which 
the famous bread of Goneffe is made, exceeds 
that of all other countries. The apples, pears, 

™ plums, peaches, apricocks and cherries, that 
_ growin the Paris-Soil, are above all the fruits of 
_ the Provinces. 


The water of the Seve is not forgotten in 


_ this Differtation. Will any one believe, fays the 
_ Author, that Nature, fo kind to every thing 
_ that grows in the climate of Paris, would have 
excepted Wine, a liquor fo neceffary for the di- 


geftion of the aliments? No, doubtlefs ; and the 


health of the inhabitants is a proof of it, fince 


no endemic difeafes appear among them, and 


the epidemic are very fcarce. Now the good 
_ conftitution of bodies is to be afcribed to the 
| 00d quality of wines. Befides, can any Soil 
afford better qualities to wine than the Paris- 


Soil ? Tt lies _ to the Sun; it has butan in- 

nefs ; and the hills upon which 
the vines grow, are full of a fund, through 
Which, as it were through a ftrainer, the juice 


that gets into the vine, is cleared and fubtilized ; 
: fo that this juice thus refined is very fit to pene- 
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trate into the aliments, and digeit them in the 
ftomach. It has the chief qualities of Water, 
which confift in diffolving, and at the fame time 
a pleafant tafte. And therefore the Emperor 
Julian, who underftood wine fo well, com. 
mended that which grew formerly upon 
Genevieve’s Hill, and in St. James’s Street. The 
wines of Surenne, Argenteuil and Andre/y, fay; 
our Author, are not interior in favour to thofe 
of Burgundy and Champagne; but they muf 
be drunk within the year. He blames the vine. 
dreffers about Paris for impairing their wines by 
dunging the vineyards too much, and ufing other 
means more proper to get a plentiful vintage, 
than well tafted wines. The Author does not 
pretend to undervalue the wines of Champagne 
and Burgundy. He acknowledges they are very 
valuable ; the latter for a certain aftringent 
quality, which ftrengthens the fibres of the fto 
mach and inteftins, when they are too flack, 
and even reftores the contexture of the blood, 
when it is too foft; and therefore Burgundy- 
wine may in that refpect be looked upon as: 
medicamental wine. However, ’tis true, it doe 
not pafs eafily. As for Champagne-wine, it is 
valuable by reafon of certain acrimonious {alts 
very much unfolded, which qualify it to drive 
the urine and remove obftrutions ; but it leaves 
a great quantity of tartar in the joints, and in 
the fibres of the mufcles. Were it not for this 
fault, that wine would be preferable to all other 
After having mentioned the wines of Chat 
agne and Burgundy, the Author proceeds 10 
thofe of Orleans, Anjou and Bretagne: he ov 
ferves that thofe wines are heavy for a nice fto 
mach. *Tis true, that the two former are ples 
dant to the tafte; but, fays he, ’tis a pernicious 
2 error 
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error to believe that: the moft favoury aliments 
are the moft wholefome ; and thofe Cooks who 
know beft how to flati:er the tafte,ought to be look- 
ed upon as skilful poifoners. This is the reafon 
why among rich people Phyficians can hardly 
cure thofe difeafes of’ which they eafily cure the 
common people. 

The Author ends his Differtation with obfer- 
ving, that if the Paris-wines are not fo pleafant 
as thofe of Burgundy and Champagne, they are 
wholefomer. But he fays again, that if they 
have not that pleafant tafte, ’tis the fault of the 
Vine-dreffers, who, as it has been already ob- 
ferved, do not fcruple to fpoil the tafte of 
their wines, provided they make them more 
plentiful. However it be, the Author concludes 
that the Paris-wines being watery, and befides 
having very little falt and fulphur, do not excite 
in the blood an effervefcence and a hurtful heat, 
nor leave in the joints a tartarous, acid, fixed 
and as it were vitriolic falt; but that their whole 
quality confifts in diffolving perfectly the ali- 
ments, diluting the blood, helping its circula- 
tion, and preventing obftructions, and all ende- 
mic, epidemic, or hereditary difeafes; which is 
the reafon why there are not at Paris, as elfe- 
where, fo many people affected with the gravel, 
confumption, epilepfy and dropfy, and why there 
are but few Jame and crooked people. 

This Differtation is gritten methodically and 
in a fine Latin ftyle.

: among the Savages of Canada, as a Miflo 


nary: he endeavoured to get a perfect ames 
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of the Genius and cuftoms of thofe Nations ; 


and he tells us that he is chiefly indebted for 


that knowledge to Father Julian Garnier a Jes 


fuit, who has been a Miffionary above fixty 


ears among the Savages of northern America. 


That Jefuit knows pretty well the Algonquin 


Language, which is the moft extenfive in that 


country; but he underftands perfectly the 


Tongue of the Hurous and the five Diale&ts of 
the Jroguots, among whom he has fpent the 
reateft part of his life. Father Lajitan has 


learned from that Miffionary what he fays con- 
| ceming the Savages. He has read the Relati- 
| ons publifhed by feveral Authors, and particu- 
larly by the Miffionaries. Not contented to 


know the character and the pra¢tices of the Sa- 


vages, he fought out in thofe practices fome 
vvetiges of the remoteft Antiquity. To that 
end, he read very carefully the moft antient 
' Authors, who have treated of the Manners, 
Laws and Cuftoms of thofe nations, that were 
known to them : he compared thofe Manners 
one with another ; and he fays, that if the an- 
‘tient Authors have enabled him to make fome 
happy conjectures about the Savages, the cu- 
'ftoms of the Savages have enabled him to un- 
derftand more eafily, and to explain many 
things to be found in the antient Authors. He 
| doubts not that America was known to the An- 
-uents. A paffage out of Diodorus ¢ Siculus, 


and another out of Paufanias $+, have convin- 
ced him of: it. The Curious may confult thofe 


| two Authors.

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Father Lafitau believes that moft of the Ame. 
rican Nations derive their origin from  thog 
Barbariaris, who were poffeffed of Greece an 
its Iflands, from whence having fent many Cp. 
lonies abroad during many ages, they were» 
laft obliged to go away, and difperfe themfelhg 
into feveral countries, being expelled by othe 
nations. 

The Author, in the firft volume of this Wort, 
gives us a general notion of the Savages ; ani 
then he treats of their Religion, political Go. 
vernment, Marriages and Education. 

The Savages, fays he, have a good under. 
ftanding, a lively imagination, an eafy appre. 
henfion, an admirable memory. All of them 
have at leaft fome veftiges of an antient ani 
hereditary Religion, and a form of Gover. 


ment : they think rightly about their own ¢. § 


fairs, and better than the People amongtt w: 
they attain their ends by the beft means : the 
a€t in cold blood, and with a moderation tht 
would tire our patience. Out of honour ani 
greatnefs of foul, they are never angry, ani 
have an entire command over themfelves. They 
are high-fpirited: they have an intrepid valou, 
an heroical conftancy in torments, an evennel 
of temper, which is never altered by difappoi 
ments and ill fuccefs. ‘They have among thet 
felyes a fort of civility in their own way, 2% 
{pect for their Elders, a condefcenfion tor the! 
Equals, which is fomewhat furprifing, and cat 
not well be reconciled with that Independent: 
and Liberty of which they appear to be » 
jealous. They are not very careffing ; but thej 
are neverthelefs kind and affable, and exercil 


towards foreigners and unhappy people a — 
table 
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table hofpitality, which might very well confound 
| all the Nations of Europe. 


Thofe good qualifications are attended with 
many faults. ‘They are light and fickle, lazy to 
the higheft degree, very ungrateful, fufpicious, 


| treacherous, revengeful; and the more dange- 


rous, becaufe they know how to diffemble their 
refentment. ‘They are cruel to their enemies, 
brutifh in their pleafures, vicious out of igno- 


France and malice ; but their rufticity, and their 


want of moft things, give them this advantage 


over us, that they are ignorant of all thofe refi- 


ned vices, which have been introduced by plen- 


ty and luxury. 


Such is in gefteral the character of all thofe 
barbarous nations of America, that are beft 
knowh to us, except thofe of Peru and Mexico, 
which may be accounted civilized nations, if~ 
compated to the others. 

The Savages, according to our Author, ac 
knowledge a Supreme Being, which they con- 
found with the Sun. They admit alfo many Spi- 
tits of an inferior rank, and are all Idolaters. It 


| does not appear that the Hurons and the Irequozs 

ever had any Temples ; but their domeftic Fire 
| stothem inftead of an Altar, and their Coun- 
‘ae inftead of a Temple. In the Louifi- 
_ ane the Natchez have a Temple, in which a per- 
| Petual Fire is kept. ‘The Savages offer up the 
Cefn of their fields, and thofe animals which 
they take in hunting : they throw into the fire, 


in honour of the Sun , Tobacco, and other 
letbg fed. by them inftead of Tobacco: they 
thtow them alfo into Lakes and Rivers in ho- 
tour of the Genii, who prefide over them. The 

common way of offering up facrifices, is 


0 throw into the fire the offering, or part of the

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Victim offered to the Deity, after a fort of ha 
rangue or prayer. War is the moft prevailin 

paflion of all the Savages. The Great Spirit, 
Heaven, the Sun, which are their common Dei- 
ty, are alfo in their opinion the God of battels; 
they invoke him in all their military expeditions, 
and recommend to him the whole fuccels of their 
enterprifes. Thofe Savages have a very regular 
Government, as the Author fhows at large. 

What he fays of the Dance of: the Pantominj 
among the Savages, deferves to be inferted here. 
That dance confifts in reprefenting an action, 
fuch as it was performed, or fuch as they im- 
gin it. Many perfons, who lived among the 
Sroguoisy have affured our Author that when a 
General upon his return has given an accountof 
every thing that pafled in his expedition, and in 
the battels fought with the enemies, without 
omitting any circumftance, thofe who hear thst 
Relation, frequently rife up all of a fudden to 
dance, and without any preparation reprefent thot 
actions with great vivacity, as if they had {een 
them. The French have frequently been wit 
nefles of the admirable talent of thofe nations 
in reprefenting with an extraordinary brisknels 
and by an inconceivable number of geftures 
every thing they have a mind to exprefs. Tho 
— are fo natural and expreffive, that the 
eem to expofe things to the fight. 

The dances of the Savages are attended witi 
ralleries. Father Lafitau tells us, that they art 
a true (chool of witty Sayings, nice Ironies, ingte 
nious firokes, merry conceits, biting jefts, and put 
turns feafoned with all the Attic falt. If thot 
Nations are fo witty, we are very much in tit 
wrong to call them Barbarians, 
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A Wedding is always attended with finging, 


| dancing and a feaft. The feat is always made 

in the cottage of the Bridegroom ; but the 
| Bride is at the charges of the Entertainment. 
| whilft all the Guefts are merry, the new mar- 
ried couple appear grave, and feem to be un-

“that antient ufage: the Bride’s Relations 


“have an eye over them, and keep a great Fire 
“buming all night before their Mat, to pre- 


vent their doing any thing againft the prefcri- 
“bed order”, , 


The favage nations of America do not multi- 


| ply much. Women, though ftrong and vigo- 
tous, are not fo teeming as elfewhere, efpecially 


in the northern parts of Europe, from whence 
came thofe vaft numbers of Barbarians, who de- 
ftroyedthe Roman Empire. 

Women with child take little care of them- 
lelves ’ they work, as they ufed to do before ; 
and the nearer they come to their time, the 
More pains they take. They go into the fields, 
carry great burthens, and pretend that thofe vi- 
olent exercifes make their delivery more eafy, 
ind their children ftronger. The eafinefs of 
bringing them forth. is fomewhat furprifing. 
| N 3 - ‘They 
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They are helped only by fome other woman of 
the {amecottage, without any midwife. If they 
happen to be iurprifed alone, when they come 
from the fields, they perform that duty them. 
felves, wafh their children in the firft cold wa. 
ter they can find, return to the cottage without 
any concern, and the very fame day appear qui- 
lified for their ufual exercifes. | 

The favage women will not have their chil. 
dren nurfed by others ; they look upon it as an 
unnatural thing, and are extremely furprifed to 
know that this ufage is eftablifhed among fome 
nations. If the mothers happen to die in child. 
bed, or whilft their children are {till in the 
cradles, nurfes in fuch a cafe of neceffity are 
found in their families: and what is furprifing, 
old Grandmothers, who are paffed child-bearing, 
make the milk come again, and fupply the place 
of the mothers. The favage women fuckle 
their children as long as they can, and never 
wean them but out of neceffity. Our Author 
has feen children of three and four years fuck 
again with their younger brothers. 

The greateft part of this Volume is a com- 
parifon between the Manners of the American 
Savages, and the Manners of the antient times. 
ft were needlefs to give a large account of tha 
Parallel, which is frequently built upon flight 
conjeCtures, as the Author himfelf acknowledges, 
and in many cafes unneceffary. Father Laftau 
having told us, for inftancé, that young people 
among the Savages ufe to kick one another, and 
to fight at fifty-cuffs, alleges Lycurgus, who or 
dered the fame exercife. He adds that if two 
young men fight together, they are furrounded 
by others; and that no body parts them, unlels 


they fight too hard, or jt be an unequal _— 
uch 
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Such things are to be feen every day in the 
freets of London and Weftminfter; and if a 
Man of Letters, going by two fighting Boys, 
fhould quote Lycurgus upon fuch an occafion, he 
would not be admired for it. 

It will not be improper to infert here a paf- 
fage to be found in the 252 page of this Vo- 
lume. Our Author having mentioned the fear 
and fuperftition of the Antients, when the Moon 
happened to be eclipfed, goes on thus: ** That 
“ perfuafian and that practice of Antiquity were 
“ not immediately abolifhed where-ever Chrifti- 
“ onity prevailed, as we learn from Maximus F 
“ Bithop of Turin, who was moved by that ri- 
“ diculous opinion of the Chriftians of his time 
“ to compofe an Homily upon that fubject, in 
“ which he derides the clamours and noife he 
“ heard them make during the time of an E- 
“ clipfe : as if, fays he, they bad been willing to 
“ help the Creator, and God, who formed the 
“ heavenly Bodies, was not able to [upport and 
* defend then. ‘Though the Church (continues 
“ Father Lafitaw) never adopted the opinions of 
“ the Antients, always mixed with errors or fu- 
“ perftitions,’ yet fhe has fanétified fome pratti- 
“ces of Antiquity ; and perhaps ’tis for this 
“ reafon of Oeconomy, that fhe has appointed 
“the confecration of Bells + to drive away 
“ Devils, Ghofts, Phantoms, and all the Aerian 
“ Powers, which might do us any mifchief”. 
It were to be wifhed, we had an exact Hifto-

T HESE Letters will be of great ufe for the 


Hiftory of Scotland from the year 1505 
to the year 1545. ‘They have been taken from 


two Manufcripts in the Library of the Civilians 
of Edinburg, one of which, though of a later 
| date, does not feem to be a Tranfcript of the 
_ other. There is at the end of the fecond Vo- 
lume of thefe printed Letters an Appendix of 
| XLIII. public Aéts, whereby the Hiftory of the 
| Northern Part of Great Britain is very much il- 


 luftrated during the five firft years of Queen Ma~ 
_ ry’s Reign. 


I find in the 139th page of the firft Volnme, 


| aLetter of Polydorus Virgilius to King James 
_ IV, of which I fhall give an account. Polydore 
tells that Prince, that he is a native of Urbino, 
| that being at Padua, he writ a Book of Adages, 
| and then three Books de Inventoribus rerum, and 
| that he publifhed them at the defire of the Duke 
|. of Urbino, who underftood Latin and Greek. 
| Afterwards he fays, that being fent into Eng- 
' land by the Pope, he began carefully to confi- 
| der the pleafant fituation and vaft wealth of this 
| Country, and the excellent manners of the inha- 


bitants. He read the moft antient Hiftories of 


England, and compared them one with another. 


He found in thofe Hiftories fo many memorable 


things, that he could not forbear to wonder 
that the Greek and Latin Authors, efpecially 
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Cefar and Yacitus, fhould have faid fo little of 
fuch a celebrated Ifland. He adds, that he was 
very forry to find the Britifh Annals fo confufe ; 
that he has undertaken to write a Hiftory of 
England, and has almoft finifhed that Work 
Laftly, he befeeches His Majefty to fend him 
fome Annals of Scotland, or at leaft a chronolo. 

ical Lift of the names of his Predeceffors ; 
ve which he could not obtain from Gilber; 
Chaplain to that Prince. He defires that favour 
that he may be able to infert in his Hiftory fome 
account of the Kingdom of Scotland. Thi

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w the Country of Morvend, a Territory of 

the Dutchy of Burgundy, there isa Village, 
called Quarrée-les Tombes. ‘The Count of Cha- 
tellux is the Lord of that Village, which is fo 
called from a great number of Stone-Tombs to 
be found in it. Some of them appear upon the 
furface of the ground, and the others lye under 
it The fpace which contains thofe Tombs, is 
a Mile long, but not fo broad by much. All of 
them are of the fame figure, like Troughs, five 
feet or five feet and a half long, and the longeft 
are fix feet in length. They confift of two 
forts of ftones, one of which is grey, and the 
other whitifh ; and *tis obfervable that they are 
not unhewed, but cut, hammered and polifhed 
ftones. 

The queftion is, why fuch a great quantity of 
Tombs are to be found about the Village of 
Quarrce. ‘There is no mark of Paganifm or 
Chriftianity upon thofe Tombs, except upon fix, 
on which a Crofs has been found ;- and there are 
no bones, nor duft in them. Neverthelefs the 
Author acknowledges that fome Peafants fay, 
they have feen bones in fome of thofe Graves ; 
and he owns that the bones of three bodies laid 
one upon another, were found in one of them. 

One would be apt to conjecture, that this was 
the burying Place of a Town, not far diftant 
from it in former times, which was deftroyed, 
and whofe name is now unknown to us. But 
whatever enquiries be made, no veftiges are to 
be found of that pretended Town about Qyarrde ; 
and therefore that conjecture ought to be laid 
afide. The Author believes that Quarrée was a 
Staple for coffins to be bought there, and from 
thence tranfported elfewhere. Ji was (fayshe) 
@ Magazin of new coffins, 
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Thofe Tombs of the Village of Quarrée wer 
famous in the thirteenth Century, and looked 
upon as empty Tombs. The Author proves jt 
by a Manuicript belonging to M. Boubier , Pre. 
fident of the Parliament of Dijoi. °Tis a Poem 
whereof Gerard de Rouffillon is the Hero; and 
it is dedicated to Jane of Burgundy, the Con. 
fort of King Philip the Long. Notwithftanding 
the reafons of the Author, many will be of opi. 
nion that ’tis more likely, that a battle was for- 
merly fought in that Place, and that the chief 
perfons, who lott their lives in it, were put in- 
to thofe Graves, fince fome bones are to be 
found ftill, by the Author’s own confeffion. Be- 
fides, that Magazin of Coffins, which he fuppo- 
fes, is a thing unheard of in Hiftory ; and it 
had been more natural to place it near a Quit 


ry. But the Author acknowledges, that there | 


is no Quarry in the neighbourhood of that Vil- 
lage. 3

If 
the Paftoral Life pleafes us, becaufe it is free 
from care and trouble, the laborious and painful 
Life of Fifbermen mutt for the fame reafon raife 
Ideas in us of a nature far from pleafing. 

_ Should Virgi/, whofe Defcription of a Storm 
it¢ great mafterpiece, defcribe in a Paftoral the

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Billows breaking againfia Rock, that was an hj. 
bitation only to Sea-Calves, and other frightful 
Moufiers, though he did it in the beft Verfe in 
the world, it would be fo far from foothing our 
minds, and raifing beautiful Ideas, that we fhould 
be fhocked at it. 

What might induce Sannazarius to affect this 
Inelegancy, is not certain : the fituation of his 
Country, and particularly the Seat he generally 
refided at, feems not an improbable conje. 
cture. He defcribes it fituated on a Rock, and 
over-looking the Sea, in feveral places of his 
Works. 

One can fcarce believe that it was in imita 
tion of Theocritus $, who has given us one of 
this fort, that Saunazarius made all his Latin 
Eclogues Péifcatory, though in his beauties he 
has trequently copied him. Sannazarius was a 
Man of too polite a tafte, not to diftinguith this 
Eclogue of YLheocritus to be none of thofe in 
which Venus, Cupidy and the Graces are {aid to 
have affifted bim. 

In his fourth Eclogue, he feems to value 
himfelf upon being the firft Latin Writer that 
attempted any thing in this way ; which may be 
imagined a reafon why he was fo fond of it. Adé 
dreffing himfelf to Ferdinand of Arragon, Son of 
Frederick King of Naples, he fays:

Here follow fome paffages extracted out of that

1. The Deputies of the Synods of South and 
North-Holland, having reprefented to the States 
of that Province, that all Roman-Catholic-

2. The 30th of December 1656, the States 
of Holland and Weft-Frifeland ordered, at the 
defire of the Clergy, that Philofophy fhould not 
be mixed with Theology, and that the liberty 
of Philofophizing fhould not prejudice the holy 
Scripture. - This» Order wag made upon account 
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of the Cartefian Philofophy, of which the Dutch 
Divines were very much afraid.

Communion. That Benedi¢ctin Monk, being a 
Rome in 1685, was fent for by the Congreg:. 
tion of the Index, to have his opinion about 
fome Books of I/aac Voffius. ‘That Author pre. 
ferred the Chronology of the Septuagint to thi 
of the Hebrew Text, and maintained that the 
Deluge had not been univerfal. Father Madil. 
Jon excufed thofe two opinions in fuch a ma. 
ner, that the Congregation acknowledged they 
might be tolerated; and there was no Decree 
againft Voffius. ‘This paflage is not very honou- 
rable for the Congregation of the Index. One 
would think they themfelves fhould have been 
able to judge whether thofe two opinions of J/aa 
Voffius deferved to be condemned, without hi 
ving recourfe to a foreign Monk. 

In the fame Preface, Father Lhuillier, {peak 
ing of Father Mabilion’s Letters to be found in 
this Volume, obferves that there are few Mo- 
numents fo valuable as Letters. They are, {ays 
he, a faithful picture in which Men fhow then- 
felves unmasked. When they write Books, they 
appear in a difguife ; but in Letters we fee the 
honeft, fociable and friendly Man.  Fathet 
Thuillier adds that Books, generally f{peaking, 
fhow us only the learned Man, a@ charaéfer 9 
very little value, lays he, when alone ; for, Hr 
nefiy makes the Man. It will be granted that 
learned Man without honefty is a very com 


temptible Creature. It will be alfo granted, that 2 
Man 
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Man may difguife himfelf in his Books ; but it can- 
not be denied that one may frequently know the 
moral character of a Man by his Writings. Let 
any one read, for inftance, the Works of Gro- 
tins, Touanus, and Dr. Cudworth ; he will not 
doubt in the leaft by that mere reading that they 


| were very good Men, Men of no pride, no va- 


nity. Laftly, ic will not be granted that Let- 
rersare always a faithful picture of a Man’s cha- 
nter: on the contrary, it feems that adifguife 
is much more eafy in Letters than in Books. 
There was in the laftCentury a long difpute 
between the Canons-Regular and the Bene- 
di@ins about the Author of the Book intitled, 
De Imitatione Chrifti. Father Lhuillier gives us 
in this Volume an hiftorical account of that 
difpute, and makes in his Preface the following 
reflections upon it. ‘* Will the Readers for- 
“ give me, fays be, if I dare advance that Re- 
“lations of Paper-wars are in proportion as 
“ufeful, as the Relations of thofe bloody wars, 
“which occafion fuch great revolutions in 
“ States? Man appears equally in both: and

ters. There was formerly in the Abbey of 
Beunoift-les-Fleury upon the Loire a famous School, 
and a very large Library. That Library was 
preferved till the year 1563, when the French 
Proteftants plundered it during the civil wars 
Peter Daniel, Advocate at Orleans, and a loye 
of Learning, faved as many Manufcripts as he 
could get, or buy of the Soldiers, and removed 
them to Orleans. He publifhed fome of thof 
Manufcripts, and among others the Commen. 
tary of Servius upon Virgil, printed in 16009, 
Afeer the death of Peter Daniel, which happen. 
ed in the year 1603, his friends Paui Petay, 
Counfellor in the Parliament of Paris, and Fame; 
Bongars bought his Library of his children’s 
Guardian for fifteen hundred Livres. They di- 
vided the Manufcripts between themfelves. The 
Share of Paul Petau came, after his death, to 
his fon Alexander, who fent it to Stockholm it 
the defire of Queen Chriftina. ‘Fames Bongars 
tranfported his fhare to Strasburg. Having no 
children, he left his Library by his Will to one 
Granicet, fon of his Land-lady in that Tova, 
with whom it was thought he had an amorous 
intrigue. The Ele¢tor Palatin bought it ¢ 
Granicet. Every body knows that the Libray 
of Heidelberg was afterwards fent to Rome bf 
the Duke of Bavaria, and placed in the Vit 
can. Leo Allatius took care of it. Letter 
Father Eftiennot to Father Mabilion. 

Father ‘Fofeph Perez, in a Letter to Fath 
Mabillon, dated from Salamanca in the yet 
1683, tells him that the Sarracens have entitel! 
deftroyed the old monuments of the hiftory «

His difcourfe about the Prifons of Religious 
Orders is worth reading : it difcovers the gre 
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dergo the fame cenfure, by reafon of his ci 
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‘pumanity of Father Mabillon, and the cruel fe- 
‘yrity of many Superiors of Monatteries towards 
| thofe Monks, who have the misfortune to com- 
mit fome great fin. If I don’t give an account

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Readers an account of Dr. Colet’s Life publifh. 
ed by the fame Divine. My reafons for it wil 
appear by the reading of this Article. 


Joun CoxreT was born at London in the 
year 14.66. His Father was twice Lord Mayor 
of that Capital City: he had two and twenty 
children: ‘Fohn Colet outlived all his brothers 


and fifters, and died before his mother. The ] 


Hiftory of that Divine is chiefly to be found in 
the Letters of Erafmus, his intimate Friend; 
and the Author of this Life has taken moft of 
his materials from thence. Colet being gone 
through his School-learning, applied himfelf to 
the ftudy of Philofophy, and took his degree of 
Matter of Arts in the Univerfity of Oxford, 
He read the Works of Cicero with great care: 
he read alfo the Latin tranflations of P/ato and 
Plotinus ; for he did not underftand the Greek 
language. He learned Mathematicks. Being 
refolved to ftudy Divinity, he did not neglet 
the reading of the antient Fathers: he was very 
well pleafed with the fuppofititious Donyfin, 
Origen, St. Cyprian, St. Ambrofe and St. Je- 
rome: his efteem for St. Auftin was far from 
being fo great. He read fometimes Scotus and 
Thomas Aquinas ; but he did not relifh the Wr 
tings of thofe Schoolmen. He ftudied the citi 
and canon Law, and the Hiftory of the Church 
and State. He read the Englifh Poets to polilh 
his Style. 

Though Colet was a rich man, yet he % 
folved to confecrate himfelf to the fervice of the 
Church: he had feveral Livings. He travelled 
into France and Italy for the fpace of two 
three years. Upon his return, he went to Ox- 
ford, where he read public Leétures on St. Pau! 
Epiftles 
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Rpiftles for nothing. There he contracted an 
intimate friendfhip with the celebrated Era/mus. 
Colet declared to him, that he difapproved Scho- 
iatic Divinity, which was only an Art of wrang- 
ling; that he defired to reftore a folid Theolo- 
gy, grounded upon the Scripture and the Works 
of the antient Fathers ; and that with this view 
he had publickly explained the Epiftles of St. 


Paul. *Lis obfervable, fays our Author, that in 


| thofe times the degree of Batchelor of Divinity 


did only procure the liberty of reading the 
Mafer of the Sentences ; and that thofe who took 
the degree of Doctor of the fame Faculty, were 
not admitted to the reading of the facred Wri- 
tings, At that very time fome body went about 
to write a Commentary upon a Treatife of A- 
riftotle, in favour of the Scholaftics. Inftead of 
reading in that Work, Yui eo advaos, Anza eft 
inmaterialis, he read ~wyn ésw avads, and tran- 
lated thefe laft words, Anima eff Tibia. 'That 
Doftor, reading Lectures upon that Treatife of 
Ariftotle, alleged fifteen reafons to prove that the 
Soul is a Flute. Perhaps this is a mere ftory. 
All thofe who underftood Greek, were then cal- 
led Heretics, and particularly thofe who tran- 
flated the New Teftament from the Greek, or 
explained it by critical Notes. That averfion 
for the Greek language continued during the 
whole reign of Henry VII, and the firft years 
of the reign of Henry VIII. °Tis an effect of 
Providence, fays Dr. Knight, that this Prince 
was bred up to Learning, that he underftood 
Divinity, and that fome of his chief Minifters 
were learned men ; for otherwife the Court might 
have been impofed upon by thofe old Bigots, 
without difcovering their hypocrify and their 
Profound ignorance. ‘To difpute with thofe old 
: 2 T beo~ 
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beologwes, continues Dr. Knight, was fighting 


with wild Beafts. Colet did trequently attac} 
thofe Monfters, and overcame them eafily with. 
out convincing them. For, befides his love fo 
Greek Learning, thofe Zheologues thought they 
perceived in him great fymptoms of herefy , 
and his friend Erafiais acknowledges that Coler 
was a much greater heretic than himfelf. 

Colet was perfuaded that there were intole. 
rable practices in the Church. Era/mus bore 
with them more patiently ; but both of them 
acknowledged the neceflity of a Reformation, 
Tis certain, fays Dr. Knight, that thofe two 
great Men went about it in concert, not only by 
overthrowing Scholaftic Divinity, an inexhautt 
ble fource of ignorance and fuperftition, and by 
an entire defeat of the Svoté?s and Thomifts, but 
alfo by laying open the diforderly lives of the 
Monks, and fhowing how dangerous it is to 
impofe Celibacy upon Clergymen. 

Dr. Colet was made Dean of St. Paul’s in the 
year 1504. He explained the holy Scripture in 
his Church, and took care to get other Divines 
to preachinit. Before that time, fays the Au 
thor, there was not fo much as a Latin New 
Teftament in any Cathedral of England. In- 
ftead of the true Gofpel, the Gofpel of Nicode- 
mas was faftened to a Pillar of the Nave: Era: 
nis was furprifed to fee that Gofpel in the Me- 
tropolitan Church of Canterbury. Dr. Knight 
obferves occafionally, that it appears by the Re- 
gifters of that Church, that it was an ufual thing 
to make three Offerings, one to Jefus-Chrifi 
another to the holy Virgin,. and a third to Tho 
mas Becket; that the Offerings made to The 
mas Becket, amounted one year with another 
to eight hundred or a thoufand Pounds: tht 
thofe which were made to the Virgin, amounted 
| 0 
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+9 two hundred Pounds 3 and that the Oblations 
made to Jefus-Chrift, came only to five Marks, 
snd fometimes to twelve. I don’t wonder at it. 
The people knew Thomas Becket better than 
they knew Jefus-Chrift and the bleffed Virgin 5 
and they knew the holy Virgin better than they 
knew Jefus-Chrift. 

To return to the Dean of St. Paul’s: he faid 
that Priefts and Monks guilty of incontinence, 
were not fo criminal as thofe, who were proud, 
fanderers, hypocrites, covetous and. ambitious. 
The former (faid he) are afhamed of their in- 
frmity ; but the others have a good opinion of 
sialiives According to that Dottor, a proud 
and covetous Prieft was a greater finner than if 
he kept a hundred concubines. However, one 
muft not fancy that Dr. Colet looked upon in- 
continence as a {mall fault. He advances a Pa- 
rdox in his manufcript Commentary upon the 
Vil. Chapter of the firft Epiftle to the Corin- 
thians. He pretends that marriage is not lawful, 
unlefs it be a remedy for incontinence. Ubinox 
feutitur illa infirmitas, fays he, ibi illa ad uuptias 
licentia non eff ufurpanda. He did not believe 
that Chriftians fhould marry to get children: that 
muft be left to the Heathens, fayshe. But, if all 
the Heathens were converted, muft no body marry ? 
He anfwers that then the Kingdom of God would 
come, and there would be an end of the world. If 
we knew Dr. Colet only by this paflage, we 
hould not have a right notion of his merit. 

He abhorred certain Bifhops, who were rather 
Wolves than Shepherds, and under pretenfe of 
devotion, ceremonies, bleffings and indulgences, 
pretended to draw upon themfelves the venera- 
ton of the people, though they were very 
Worldly men. He condemned the worfhip of 
r Images. 
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Images. He had a great efteem for the Epittles 
of the Apoftles; but the difcourfes of Jefus 
Chrift made a greater impreffion upon him, Tj, 
probable, he perceived that the Matter fpoke 
better than his Difciples; which, I think, cap. 
not be denied. He read very carefully all here. 
tical Books, and contefled that the reading of 
them was frequently more beneficial to him thay 
that of orthodox Books. The Bigots attackeg 
him: the Bifhop of London accufed him of he. 
refy ; but Wikiam Warbam, Archbifhop of Ca. 
terbury, cleared him. 

Dr. Colet drew upon himfelf the hatred of 
the Clergy by fhowing a concetn for perfecute 
heretics. He begged of the King the life of 
a Lolard: that Prince granted him his requeft. 

The Dean founded St. Paul’s School, to teach 
1§3 Scholars Greek and Latin. ‘That Schoo, 
or rather College, which has produced great Men, 
is well endowed. The great Schools of England 
are confiderable Pofts. 

There is in this Book a Latin Sermon preach- 
ed by Dr. Colet in the Convocation of the Clergy, 
to fhow the neceffity of reforming the Church, 
A Divine of that Affembly maintained ftoutly 
that Heretics ought to be put to death. Being 
asked whether there was any paflage in the 
Scripture for the capital punifhment of Heretics, 
he — St. Paul’s Epiftle to Zitws, Chap. Ill 
verfe 10. Hereticum hominem, poft man & {e- 
cundam correctionem, devita ; believing that de 
vitare fignified de vita tollere. Erafmus, who men 
tions this Particular, had it from Dr. Colet hin 
felf, who was the Prolocutor of that Convoci 
tion. 

The Dean, preaching upon Good-Friday before 
Henry VIII, mentioned the viétory which ae 
4 
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had obtained over death, and exhorted Chriftians 
to fight under the banner of their Saviour. Up- 
onthis occafion, he fhowed that moft wars pro- 
ceeded from avarice, ambition, or fome other 
criminal paffion : he mentioned the difmal con- 
fequences cf war, and {aid that Chriftians fhould 
not imitate Alexander and Ce/far, but the Lord 
efus. That Sermon made the King uneafy, 


| becaufe he had declared war againft France: he 


was afraid his Troops would be difcouraged by 
fich a Difcourfe. That Prince went atter the 
Sermon into the Garden of the Francifcans near 
the Palace of Greenwich, and fent for the Preach- 
er. The Bifhop of London, and feveral Monks 


| who hated the Dean, were in hopes that the King 


would fend him to the Tower. Dr. Colet being 
come to the Garden, the, King ordered him to 
puton his hat, after he had difmiffed his Reti- 
nue, and {poke to him in thefe words. Mr. Dean, 
I have fent for you, not to interrupt your boly la- 
bours, which I had rather encourage, but to im- 
part to you fome (cruples, and to be diretted by your 
divice inthe prefeut fiate of my affairs. Iam en- 
goged tn a war againft tbe French King to defend 
my Kingdom.

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Dean Colet. That prince drank his health, arg 
difmiffed him, after many tokens of affection, 
Dr. Colet never recovered the reputation of 
an orthodox Ecclefiaftic. We are-told a fecong 
time, that he was a greater Heretic than Era/.

fome Relics of Ticmas Becket. Dr. Colet coulj 
not bear that fhow ; but Era/mus was of opini.

‘The Shoe, faid he, which they 
fhow us, as a Relic of St. Lhomas Becket, wa

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Brethren, who are now fo great an ornament tp 
the Republic of Letters; have learned Gree 
anid the antient Oriental Latigudies. He is ofte gf 
the firft among thofe, who were chofen by the 
Superiors of his Order, to execute the Statute 
made by them under the Generalfhip of Fathey 
Hoftailerie, which was to fet up a School in each 
of their Provinces in order to teach Hebrey, 
and another to teach Greek, agreeably to the 
Bull of Paul V. publifhed in 1610, whereby al 
Religious Orders are enjoined to take care that 
4 certain number of their Monks fhould leap 
the three Languages neceffary for the under 


ftanding of the Scripture, viz. Hebrew, Greek 


and Latin. 

We fhall obferve that the Printer has done hi 
beft to make this Work valuable for the beaut; 
of the paper and print. The impreffion wis 
‘made, as it were, before the eyes of the Author 
himfelf; and therefore very few faults hae 
crept into it. Which is no {mall advantage for 
Books of this nature, fince none are fo difficult 
to be printed as thofe, in which there is a greit 
deal of pointed Hebrew; for, it requires 4 
much labour and care, in order to be corret, 
that a Printer does very feldom perfectly {uc 
ceed in it, as’tis well known to thofe, who st 
able to judge of that matter. 

The Work of Father Guarin will contit 
three Volumes in 4°. of a middling print at 
in two columns; and this firft Volume, whid 
confifts of 632 pages, will not be the largel 
But the Grammar is contained in two Volum 
for, the third will be a Dictionary of the Be 
brew Tongue, made, not only from all the oid 
Dictionaries of that Language, but alfo from 
the Hebrew Lexicon, which Dom i ‘ 
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Montfaucon has iriferted in his ColleCtion of the 
fragments of Origen’s Hexapla. 

The firft' Volume contains the Hebrew Gram- 
mar, and the firft part of the Syntax. Thofe 
two parts can afford no Extract ; and therefore 
we fhall be contented to fay, that in the Gram- 
mt Father Guarin does not feem to have omit- 
td any thing, that appeared to him never fo 
fitle important in thofe Authors, who have fol- 
lowed the method of the Mafforets. His exact- 
nefs goes beyond every thing that has been feen 
hitherto; and he has taken care, in collecting 
even the leaft obfervations of the moft fcrupus 
lous Grammarians, to difpofe them ih fuch an 
oder, as will doubtlefs pleafe all thofe who re- 
lith that fort of Literature. 

Perhaps ’tis to be feared that this exaétnefs 
will have an effect contrary to his defign, and 
difcourage many perfons, who would willingly 
apply themfelves to the ftudy of Hebrew, if 


| they were not afraid of meeting with fo many 


dificulties. ‘The great number of thofe diffi- 
culties, that concern the Hebrew Points, are 
Not more obvious in any Grammar than in this, 
becaufe there are none, in which fo many Rules 
have been colleéted, and divided into fo ma- 
ny Claffes. The bare Table fhows that one half 
of the Grammar takes in the rules, principles, 
differences, changes, exceptions, anomalies and 
other like intricacies of the Mafforetic Pun@tu- 
ation. 

We fhall not undertake to decide, whether it 
had not been more expedient to fupprefs that 
Breat number of difficulties. Within thefe hun- 
dred years and above, the opinion of fome Gram- 
Matians about the merit of that Purétuation 
bas been a little difregarded. Sorne celebrated 
Q 2 Au 
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uthors, fuch as Lewzs Czppel, Hebrew Profe. 
or at Saumur, have fhowed a very different way 
Nay, they have afferted that the Hebrew Lap. 
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e had no regard to the Points. 

As for the Syntax, it is no lefs extenfive thay 
the Grammar. Father Guarin acknowledges thy 
he has chiefly made ufe of Glaffius, a tamoy 
Author among the Lutherans. There is but one 
half of the Syntax in this firft Volume. The 
fecond will centain the other half by the name 
of figurative Syntax, and it will properly bea 
Rhetoric of the Holy Scripture. 

The Author’s Preface ought to raife the st. 
tention of the Learned: ’tis there that he exer. 
cifes moft his Criticifm. In the firft part of 
that Preface, he goes about to fhow that the 
Knowledge of the Hebrew Tongue is not only 
very ufeful, but even abfolutely neceffary to u- 
deritand perfeétly the facred Writings. Thi 
truth being neither difficult to prove, nor di: 
puted among the Learned ; he dwells upon itno 
longer than he ought, to make the Readers {er 
fible of his meaning. He only confutes the 
objections raifed againft that opinion, and re 
duces them to four. 

The firft is, that the Characters of the He- 
brew ‘Text have been altered by the Jews, out 
of hatred againft the Chriftian Religion. Fe 
ther Guarin oppofes that opinion, which hi 
been confuted by the Fathers from the beginning

of the Church, and looked upon by them as ve | 


ry dangerous for Chriftianity. The Author a: 
leges upon this the arguments of Origen and 
Cardinal Bellarmin, and makes the Readers {en 
fible of their ftrength. One may fee what hs 
been faid upon that fubjeét by the Abbot Ha- 
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wile in the fecond Book of his Treatife, inti- 
led, La ¢ Religion Chretienne prouvie par les 
fuits, and by the Author of the Letters to the 
fpbot Houtteville. 

The fecond objection is, that the Mafforets 
have at leaft by their Punctuation altered the 
onfe of the Scripture in many important pafla- 
¢s, Inftead of fiding with thofe Authors, 
ho make little account of the Punétuation ot 
thofe Grammarians, and yet maintain that the 


I Knowledge of Hebrew is neceflary to under- 


ftandthe Scripture ; Father Guarin takes the part 
of the Maffarets and their followers. He attacks 
in a particular manner M. Ma/clef, Author of 
thenew Method to learn Hebrew without Points, 
ind charges him with calumniating thofe Gram- 
marians upon that Head. His other accufations 
ire ftill more offenfive ; and therefore they have 
notremained unanfwered. ‘They have occafion- 
edafuller examination ef Father Guarin’s prin- 
ciples about the authority of that Punctuation ; 
which has produced a difpute, of which we 
fall give an account in another Article. 

The third and tourth objections confift in fay- 
ing, that the Verfions and Commentaries are 
lificient for the right underftanding of the 
Scripture, Father Guarin is fo fully perfuaded 
of the weaknefs of thefe obje€tions, that he is 
contented to anfwer them. in very few words.

{pace of thirty years. Being a very coufcientios 
Man, be left a good Eftate in France on accout ¢
